Scope Of Specialty Is World 
Wide; Edition Is Sponsored

“Revenues? I never bother with them.” How many times have 
we heard this statement? Again, how often have we wondered at 
the underlying reasons that bring about-the slighting of a branch 
of philately that can prove fascinating to the general collector and 
the researcher alike? The gathering of revenue stamps lags behind 
that of postage, but a constantly growing tendency to include 
revenues in stamp collections may be noticed among the ranks 


of mature collectors. 





The purpose of this article is to 
examine somewhat philosophical- 
ly the values of revenue stamp 
collecting. A general “pep talk” 
on revenue stamps is certainly not 
out of order, 


What Revenue Stamps Represent 


A first need is to clarify what 
is meant by revenue stamps. For 
the purpose of this article they are 
those stamps which have been ex- 
pressly provided for use on pay- 
ment of a tax, or a fee for service 
performed by duly qualified per- 
sons or by an impersonal govern- 
ment activity. Said government 
may be federal, state, county, dis- 
trict, or municipal. 


Costa Rica Revenue 


In passing, it should be noted 
that some nations, notably Great 
Britain, permit the use of regular 
postage stamps for fiscal pur- 
poses, or provide stamps, which in 
their design or wording, indicate 
permissible dual usage. These, 
however, are relatively few in

As to the causes for neglecting 
revenue issues in our collecting 


activities, the scarcity of revenue 
stamps available to the average 


collector in relation to the vast 
quantities of postage paper ob- 
tainable is undoubtedly one of the 
main reasons for collector lack 
of interest in revenue stamps. 


italian Revenue 


General governmental practice 
requires that revenue stamps re- 
main on their host documents as 
long as the latter are kept in offi- 
cial files and archives. It is only. 
when such documents cease to 
have'value officially that they be- 
come available to collectors. Then 
the stamps may be legally re- 
moved, or the documents dis- 
persed. 

Usually a much closer scrutiny 
is maintained over revenue paper 
both in printing and distribution

Dutch Children 
On Semipostals 


November 12 will be the first 
day of issue for the 30th annual 
Child Welfare semipostals of the 
Netherlands. Excepting for a 
slight interruption during World 
War II the series has appeared 
and provided funds for various 
youth projects. 














There are to be five denomina- 
tions each of which will picture a 
child from paintings by Dutch 
and Flemish masters of the 16th 
century. P. Wetselaar of Haarlem 
adapted the portraits to the 
stamps. 
Sale of the five will continue 
until January 11, and their valid- 
ity for postage ee aime expires 
on December 31, 1957. 

The artist of the low value is 
the only one definitely identified 
—those for the others are un- 
known according to the Nether- 
lands Postal Administration. 

On the 2c plus 3c brownish gray 
is the portrait of a boy of 1531 by 
Jan van Scorel (1495-1562). The 
5c plus 3c olive green has the por- 
trait of a boy of 1563, a detail 
from a larger painting. 

A girl of 1563 is to be seen on 
the 7c plus 5c brownish purple. A 
girl of 1590 is shown on the 10c 
plus 5c red, while the 25c plus 8c 
blue is a portrait of Eechie Pie- 
ters, 1592. 

Printing is by photogravure at 
J. Enschede and Sons of Haar- 
lem in sheets of 100 on unwater- 
marked paper. 

Collectors can obtain mint sets 
at 20c (U. S.) and return post- 
age. Payments can be made by 
certified check or bank draft, cur- 
rency (no coins) sent registered, 
or international money order.

Catalog Tax Paid 
List Not Consistent 


Although the Federal Govern- 
ment steadfastly claims that no 
Commodity stamps (so-called 
“Tax-Paids”) may be collected by 
philatelists, and Scott’s catalogers 
say they will not list them, both 
fail to follow this line consistent- 


For one thing, take the Potato 
Tax stamps. They are definitely 
commodity stamps, and the gov- 
ernment even sold many of the 
remainders to the general phila- 
telic public when they were de- 
clared unconstitutional back in 
1936! Scott lists them in the U.S. 
specialized catalog. 

Another case is the Wine 
stamps, which are now once again 
priced in Scott’s and which the 
Federal Alcohol Tax Unit now

Howey in the Hills, Florida, Oct. 15, 1956 — It is pouring 
rain, the wind is blowing, there is a chill in the air that makes 
one think of early fall in the north. At intervals there are large

Got me to thinking of the last visitors 
we. had at our house last -week on Oc- 

tober Ilth, a Mr. and Mrs. Donald B. 

Brooks of 1172% W. Adams Blvd., Los 

Angeles, Calif. The “B” is for Beresford. 

You see Mr. Brooks is one of those old 

time stamp men who has retired. He 

built up a stock of cheap United States 
stamps, over the years and kept them 
until he could retire and play with them. 

He deals in a small way at times, but 

at heart he is a collector. 

What can one do with a lot of cheap 

U.S., thousands: of one kind of a very 

common stamp. Accumulating them in 

your younger days is easy, you can pick 
them up at a few cents per 1000 and lay 
them away for the future when you will 

“find that some are in demand by packet makers and cheap approval 
“dealers. The fun however comes from another source and that is 
from the cancels on the stamps. You perhaps read of some high 
“prices being paid for rare cancels on early U.S. Well just re- 
member that there are many cancels on stamps of the past 50 years 
that are just about as rare as some of the early cancels you read 

_about. Trouble is, few take any interest in them and few know 
anything about them. This latter matter is wholly their own fault 

«for much can be learned by searching and study. 

; There are also societies of collectors interested even in the 
modern cancels and it is up to you if interested to start making a 
collection and learning something yourself. 

Mr. Brooks showed me page after page of modern issues, 

starting as far back as the Bank Notes, running on up through the 
80’s where the 2c green, 2c brown, the 2c orange Jackson are so 

‘“‘ecommon and where a very wide range, of cancels is available. 
Getting into the 1890 issue and the 1894-5 triangles still allows for 
finding many unusual cancels and the same is true right on up to 

ovthe present date. 

Mt 2? If you want something interesting to do at small cost -to 
yourself, just start some pages of cancels on the common stamps, or 
start in another way. 

Take the common values in the earlier issues, mount one of 
‘each different type of cancel that you can find on each of the 

- stamps. Work this on up to date and you will be amazed at 
what can be done. If you get into this you may get enthused over 
the possibilities, you may begin to search for information about 
these cancels, about the possibilities for a real collection showing 

» the evolution of canceling devices as used in the U.S. postal service 

‘from the early days right on up to the present time. 

Another suggestion is to start a Socked On The Nose col- 
“ection. These are stamps on which the circular town and date 
mark are wholly on the stamp. Such a collection will give you 
plenty to look for. At the same time you can start on the slogans 
where you find them wholly or almost wholly on the stamp. Many 
collectors buy mixtures especially to search through them for can- 
‘eellations. Clean up such mixtures, soak and sort and put them 
away, in later years you will find them very interesting to look 
through for things that you did not care for in the earlier days. 
You can accumulate a large quantity over the years and later they 
will be marketable at more than they cost you. a 

It is possible for almost every collector to be a specialist 
if he will only select his subject and then get at it seriously. It is 
lots of fun and it cost¢ but little. Just try it once and you will see. 


The New Sanabria’s Air Post Catalogue 


It is now out in a beautiful flexible black cloth binding and 
has 29 more pages than the previous edition. The paper is of ex- 
«cellent quality and the illustrations splendid. Price advances start 
“with the No. 1 24c U.S. Airmail stamp up a dollar and No. 3 up 
50c. The 65c and the $1.30 Zepp both up $5 and the $2.60 up $15.00. 
There are numerous price changes in the foreign stamps, many 
are down and many are up so that the collector really needs this 
new catalog to keep informed. I was particularly interested in 
Canada Nos. 541 and 546. I came across quite a quantity of some 
of these stamps a year or so ago and I have found that no 
dealer is interested in them at any price. I feel that when.a stamp 
is priced at from. $1 up to as much as $5 or $25 that a dealer 
should be prepared to buy such a stamp at from 50 to 60% of 
catalog value. That is about the basis on which a great amount 
of merchandise is handled in retail stores. If a dealer is not pre- 
pared to buy such stamps at 50 to 60% of catalog, then this is ab- 
‘solute proof that the stamps are priced far too high. I would 
believe that prices should be marked down in the catalog to such 
a point as to make the sale of such stamps a possible accomplish- 
ment. It.is clearly evident that a great many stamps are priced too 
high in current catalogs. When you can see fine British colonials 
offered at prices as low as one half catalog value, it is certain 
that.such stamps are priced too low. I refer only to stamps from 
a dollar catalog value and up. Such stamps ought to cost a dealer 
from 50 to 60% of a fair market value.

More About Stencils 


Since I referred to a stencil PAID marking on a 3c 1861 U.S. 
I have found another ‘and different PAID which also appears to 
be from a stencil. From Ezra Cole of Nyack, N.Y. I also have an 
old stampless cover which bears a corner cancel of PARKERS- 
BURG, VA. This town of course is now Parkersburg, West Va. 
The cover has a manuscript 25 marking in upper right corner and 
is addressed to New York City. The stencil marking. is circular 
in form, the circle being formed of irregular oblong dashes and has 
a pen-marked date in center. Mr. Cole states that stencil markings 
on stampless covers are quite frequently found but that the PAID 
tmarking on the 3c 1861 is quite unusual and is apt td be quite rare.

Exhibition Is Tops 


The transfer of over 60,000 
specimens of internal revenue 
stamps to the National Postage 
Stamp Collection in the Smith- 
sonian Institution, Washington, 
D.C., was formalized when a 144 
frame display showing the” se- 
lected material was opened. 

This transfer, eliminating one 
of the most glaring gaps in the 
national collection, embraces cor- 
respondence relating to the ear- 
liest proposals for United States 
revenue stamps back in 1862. 
Some of them called for com- 
plex labels, while others came 
close to the form finally sub- 
mitted. 

Costs of the Civil War forced 
the government to seek new 
forms of revenue. It was decided 
to place charges on bank checks, 
e xpress shipments, telegraph 
messages, photographs, and other 
services, along with legal and 
financial transactions. The first 
issue of revenues provided for 
all these, with values ranging 
from one cent to $200.

The release 
there of the long-needed postal 
card for internationai mail, and 
its companio.. double reply card 
should please the most avid of the 
ASDA crowds. 

This will be an item easily han- 
dled for sale and cancellation by 
the ever-obliging postal clerks who 
man the exhibition station post of- 
fice. 

Use of the double-reply card for 
sending to a foreign address and 
then “.aving that >erson in the 
other land return the combination, 
will certainly make for a most unl- 
que first day cover. In fact, it will 
provide the most authentic and 
practical use possible. 

Just in case some of you are not 
familiar with the double card it 
consists of two cards attached 
along one of their w‘de sides. Most 
of you have gotten the domestic 
variety where the one is addressed 
to you with a message — then you 
are asked to detach the other card 
and send your reply on it. 

The international double-reply 
card remains together — there is 
no separating by the foreign cor- 
respondent — the postal regula- 
tions allow and suggest this. There- 
fore on the one card you will have 
the first day cancel. That one you 
address to some foreign corres- 
pondent with instructions to fold it 
over exposing the other one which 
combination is then placed in the 
mails of his country for return to 
you. 

You must write ahead that you 
are mailing such cards. And if the 
person abroad is not acquainted 
with the use of such items to tell 
him how to prepare to send the 


96) pair back to you. You might make 


up a couple or so to return to him 
under cover after they have made 
their round-trip. ; 

In this man..er you get a foreign 
postmark on - U.S. postal card 
besides the one of “his country on 
its mate. 

The single international reply 
card with its 4c stamp is a one- 
way-only item. You can mail it to 
yourself or friends in this or for- 
eign lands with no further stamps 
to be affixed. If you use it in the 
United States, you are entitled to 
airmail, for the fee paid.

Without doubt the ‘“‘hottest’’ 
stamps on the philatelic market 
today are those of the United Na- 
tions, Israel and the Vatican. We 
have letters in our files, many of 
them, in whic: dealers state that 
they have advertised philatelic ma- 
terial of the three postal adminis- 
trations and been completely sold 
out a few days after their ads ap- 
peared in Linn’s. 

I know of several merchants who 
had stocks substantial enough in 
size to last them for several years 
of most of the other popular na- 
tions. However of the above-named 
trio, their shelves were emptied in 
a matter of days. : 

Now this is all preliminary to 
a point I am going to try to make. 
This has been brought on by the 
letters of readers who are com- 
plaining that they see offers of the 
UN, Israel and Vatican stamps and 
when they order et a note from 
the dealer stating that the stock 
is sold out, and that he has had to 
raise his prices because of hav- 
ing had to go on it: market to 
buy more at current figures. 

I believe in most cases the dealer 
is definitely honest when he tells 
you he is sold out and has had to 
buy again at prices greater than 
what his original s'.ck cost him. Of 
course, there are always a few who 
play the market for the last penny 
they can get, valuing the cash, lit- 
tle as it is, more than the good will 
and continued patronage of cus- 
tomers. Those kind are soon expos- 
ed and the-collector is well advised 
to seek another source for his 
needs. 

But, zs I say, most of the dealers 
are being honest when they state 
they are sold out and that they 
have had to raise prices. 

When you get su¢h a note you 
can either accept the wanted items 
at the advanced price, or demand 
a refund. On this latter, you will

for the reliable ones, and the ones 
you want to continue to do business 
with, will refund promptly and in 
full without argument. 

I know of some cases where a 
dealer cleaned of stock at his ad- 
vertised prices, and forced to buy 
more at a greater cost, has still 
sold at the advertised ones, even 
though he sold at a loss! If your 
stamp merchandiser thinks that 
much of you and your requests, 
treasure him! 

You or I would not sell to our 
own detriment o1 financial loss 
and you can’t blame the stamp 
merchandiser for not doing so eith- 
er. Your grocer, filling station et 
al don’t do it, so why should you 
expect the stamp retailer to ? 

The written law definitely states 
that an advertisement is but an 
offer on the part of the advertiser 
to do business. When such busi- 
ness is offered to him he can either 
accept or refuse it, the choice be- 
ing strictly his. 


fact that you can’t force a man or 
business to engage in a transaction 
involving a loss or other hurt or 


penalty. 


One other frequently-written 
about gripe is thas commemora- 
tives of the United Nations and the 
United States are being sold out 
at the respective philatelic agen- 
cies without warning. When that 
happens the retail prices of a lot 
of such material is increased al- 
most immediately. 

That price jump is what’s killing 
a few — they state they’d like to 
buy up a load before they are no 
longer available at face and there- 
by get in on some profits. 

If such people think any one 
stamp or group of stamps is go- 
ing to be a good money-maker or 


tunity in the worla to order as 
much as they want when the stamp 
is announced for sale. 

Outside of the fiasco of the UN 
souvenir sheet there has never been 
a limit placed on quantities which 
could be purchased. 

So, if you don’t buy when the 
material is plentiful and available, 
don’t raise h—l (bad word) when 
it is withdrawn from further sale 
without warning.

Our Federal “Duck” stamps are quite popular with most U.S. 
collectors, and many collectors are now going in for the U.S. state 
issues. The quail stamps of the State of Kansas have an attractive 
design, depicting this bird, always bi-colored. It has not been 
changed since first introduced in 1938, but each year brings new 
color conmbinations and dates. Next came the big game stamps of 
Virginia first issued in 1938. These feature pictures of bear, deer, 


must have another special $1 stamp. The first issue shows a forest 
scene, but all subsequent stamps show a map of Virginia divided 
into counties, with the National Forest areas shaded. Besides all 
these, certain counties have a special $1 “damage” stamp which 
must also be attached to the license. The sale of these builds up 
a fund from which farmers may be reimbursed for damage in- 
flicted by game. Two counties require a $5 stamp for out-of-state 
h 


Washington State, beginning with 1947, has also required an 
elk hunting stamp. These are type set, with appropriate inscrip- 
tions superimposed on an elk’s head in a second color. 
The Trout stamps of Michigan are the cream of the lot. 
Most of them, different each year, are of steel engraved pro- 
duction comparative in size to the usual U.S. commemoratives. 
The first trout stamp appeared in 1948. The Department of Con- 
servation in Lansing holds.all of the past issues in stock, and 
re very cooperative in furnishing them to collectors at the face

South Dakota has had a waterfowl stamp, 
1949 or 1950. They are about the size of the Michigan trout, but 
bear only wording in a fancy frame with a “safety” background.

Utah stamps cover a number of categories, ranging in face 
value from 5c to $15.

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— Fiscally Used Stamps - 
Are They For Your Album?

The fiscally used stamps we have in mind are British Colonial 
postage stamps that have been used to pay revenue, internal 
external revenue, judicial fees, customs duties, etc. It 
is fitting to write about them at this time because they are an 
overlooked field of philately. Perhaps it would be better to say 
that they are a complement to the popular and otherwise fairly 
expensive field of British Colonial stamps. Many collectors do not 
“postage and revenue” 
Colonials created a class that is less expensive but exactly like 
the more expensive duplicates except for their cancellation.

It seems remarkable that such 
a large number of collectors have 
had so many unfilled spaces in 
the British Colonial sections of 
their albums when a_ goodly 
share of these spaces could have 
peen filled all this time with fis- 
cally used stamps at not too great 

expense. 

Should fiscaly used stamps be 
collected? In answering this ques- 
tion, we must recognize that the 
British Colonial collector and the 
general collector who have al- 
pums containing spaces for high 
catalogue value stamps, are faced 
with the necessity of doing one 
of three things: 

First, they can let those spaces 
remain empty; second, they can 
spend an almost impossibly large 
sum of money for mint or postally 
used stamps to fill out these sets 
and spaces; third, they can fill 
these spaces with fiscally used 
stamps. The philatelist is pur- 
suing his hobby for the enter- 
tainment, education, and satisfac- 
tion he gets out of it. It is up 
to the individual philatelist to 
make whichever of the above 
three choices it is his inclination 
to make. He should collect accord- 
ing to his own rules. | 

There is no reason for collect- 
ing according to rules or modes 
established by someone else who 
may be interested in selling quan- 
tities of other types of stamps. 
Also, we do not expect to find 
any $100 or $200 catalogue value 
B. C. stamps in the attic on covers 
addressed to great-grandfather. 

Many people ask if there is an 

established ratio in price between 
fiscally used and postally used 
copies of the same item. If there 
is such a ratio, it would be very 
shard to establish. One reason for 
‘the difficulty in setting such is 
that there is no definite price for 
the postally used stamp. 
' The Johnny-Come-Lately Green 
Hornet Stamp Co., may be ad- 
vertising postally used B. C.’s for 
25% of catalog value. On the 
other hand, the more established 
firms may be selling the same 
material for 60% of catalog value. 
Still again, old Simon Stamp- 
Pincher may want full catalog 
value for his copies of the same 
stamps. This makes it impossible 
to set a ratio in price between fis- 
cally and postally used stamps. 

The retail price of fiscally used 
depends on who is selling them, 
what his costs were, and what he 
wants for them. The collector 
should be cautioned that all fis- 
cally used stamps should not sell 
for the same per cent of Scott 
valuations! For instance, if you 
are paying 1/5 of Scott for cer- 
tain stamps then you should not 
have to pay that for certain 
others. 

Straits Settlements stamps like 
humbers 172, 173 and 174 which 
have a face value of $25, $100, and 
$500 respectively, should sell for 
much less than the average fiscal- 
ly used B. C. 

Another rule by which to be 
governed is that fiscally used 
should always sell for something 
less than postally used copies of 
the same. This rule is based on 
the past demand for this type of 
‘stamp. The price of fiscals could 
tise if the demand rises. 

In answering the question of 
Ow Many stamps have been used 
fiscally, it seems best to estimate 
that about 90% of the varieties 
of stamps listed by Scott as B. C.’s 

ve been used to pay revenue. 

Washed fiscals are those that 
have had the cancellation washed 
eff by soaking the stamps in a 
solution that will remove the can- 
tel but leave the rest of the stamp 
Practically untouched.

If you have a collection of used 
B. C.’s, you probably have a num- 
ber of washed fiscals in there al- 
ready. A green stamp, showing 
no cancel, but with a bit of yel- 
low on the face, is a washed fis- 
cal. A red, showing no cancel, but 
with the white border of the 
stamp turned rosy, is -a washed 
fiscal. 

Washing fiscals is not neces- 
sarily intended to fool, nor does 
it fool the advanced collector. The 
experienced philatelist will usual- 
ly immediately recognize what 
he stamp is. Washing fiscals oft-

en makes a much cleaner appear- 
ing stamp as some fiscal cancels 
look pretty rugged! I have been in 
contact with many dealers selling 
washed fiscals, but they are sell- 
ing them as fiscals. 

The washing is done by soak- 
ing the stamp in almost any 
combination of a bleach and wa- 
ter. However, I recommend that 
anyone trying it first use very 
cheap stamps as you are likely to 
lift the entire design right off. 
Also, it is best that, if you wash 
any fiscals, you do it with the 
intention of pleasing yourself 
rather than trying to fool some- 
one else with it. 

The fact that it has been pre- 
viously cancelled is very easy to 
detect. Usually holding the stamp 
to an ordinary light at different 
angles will show the outlines of 
the removed cancellation. A cur- 
rent booklet on forgeries and al- 
terations states that professional 
laboratories will not spend $5 for 
a certificdte of genuineness on a 
$5 stamp. 

However there are undoubtedly 
a number of collectors who have 
their own quartz lamps, or who 
have access to a lab, or who know 
somebody who will take a stamp 
into their lab for examination.

value of $1. That leaves only the 
very inexpensive ones as safe 
with which to fool around. Hard- 
ly worth the bother! 

How are fiscally used stamps 
recognized? Most, but not all pur- 
ple or blue cancels are revenue 
cancels. Many of the older fiscal 
cancels were done by pen, the 
cancelling officer merely making 
an X or writing the date in blue, 
black or lately, in red ink. 

There are many purple or black, 
oval or circular cancels which say 
“So and So Co.”, inside the double 
circle. In order to determine 
whether such cancels are postal 
or fiscal, the philatelist will have 
to carefully read the actual in- 
scription inside the cancellation. 

Of late years the cancelling of- 
ficers in many localities are using

SPIRITS 1950 — $30,000, $40,000 
and $90,000; 1951 — $500 and 
$5000 (ast two not cataloged by 
Scott.) 
The total of Revenues which 
are worth $100 or more is thus 
over 52 stamps! 
The number of postage stamps 
worth $100 and issued in the same 
period is none! 

Excluding errors and multiples, 
we have to go back 40 years to 
find a postage stamp even cata- 
loging $100 and this is a minor 
variety of separation, the 1916 
imperforate carmine stamp in 
type la. 

In order to find a major post- 
age stamp. variety, excluding 
minor varieties of separation, pa- 
per and grill, we must go all 
the way back to 1860! Here we 
have the 1860 90c blue (Scotts 
No. 39) which catalogs $125. This 
is the only major variety of 
regular, commemorative or air- 
mail U.S. stamps which catalogs 
$100 or more! 

In addition to the higher prices 
of current Revenue stamps, the 
appreciation in value of these 
issues far outstrips the raise in 
value of current postage stamps. 
This will become more _ pro- 
nounced in the near future when 
collectors find the real scarcity 
of some of the high value Reve- 
nues. 

Raises in price of current used 
postage stamps is practically nil, 
or just a raise “on paper”, not 
in actuality. While in Revenues 
the raise is considerable, figured 
overall. This is more evident in 
the high values, in fact, no one 
can keep up with what their 
true market value should be. 
Usually so little is known about 
quantities salvaged for collectors, 
and the knowledge of buying and 
selling prices is very spotty and 
practically unknown to the pub- 





lic.

If we then go on to consider 
our U.S. State Revenue issues, 
we find a group often as easy 
s|to pick up as many current 3c 
commemoratives, yet worth far 
more in comparison. The com- 
memoratives go largely to packet 
makers at about 25c per hundred, 
yet many collectors of “States” 
will pay a minimum of 10c each 
for any State Revenue new to 
them! | 

Of course the very common 
cigarette decals, Ohio Sales Tax 
halves and Stock Transfer stamps 
of N.Y., Mass. and Pa. won’t 
bring much, but most other State 
Revenues will bring a minimum 
of 50c per hundred. 

Then again, many will bring 
50c each up to an occasional $25 
from collectors if the supply and 
demand merits it. 

Good original sources for State 
Revenues are tobacco and liquor 
stores, empty beer cases at dis- 
tributors and in. brewery base- 
ments, malt, soft drinks, feed 
stores etc., depending on what 
your particular State taxes.

With the appearance of these 
striking issues, it was not sur- 
prising that the interest of stamp 
collectors became aroused, and 
it’s a good bet that many bottles 
of medicine were purchased for 
the stamp alone. 

J. Walter Scott, whose name 
still lives on in the philatelic 
world, was first to recognize this 
interest. In 1874 he published the 
first revenue album, which in- 
cluded spaces for the private die 
proprietaries. When the “Nation- 
al Album” first made its appear- 
ance (February 1, 1887), this too, 
contained a section for the match 
& medicines, although usage of 
the stamps had been discontinued 
in 1883.

“Match & Medicine” Private 
Proprietary Stamps Once Held 
Large Group Of Collectors 


Sherwood Springer 


Match and Medicine stamps, properly known as Private Die 
Proprietaries, and listed in Scott’s Specialized Catalog, were in- 
troduced during the Civil War to indicate payment of the 1862 taxes 
on proprietary products. They were printed from privately designed 
dies bearing the names of the individual companies, an arrange- 
ment permitted them by the government instead of using the 
federal stamps. They appeared in a wide variety of shapes, colors 
and sizes, and were affixed to the bottles, boxes and packages that 
contained the products of the various manufacturers involved. 





ies. During this period colliec- 
tors’ interest reached new heights. 

In April 1905 George J. Car- 
ter of Brooklyn, with the back- 
ing of Clarence H. Eagle, George 
Anders and» many of the fore- 
most collectors of the era, pub- 
lished the famous “Carter” al- 
bum which for many years, has 
been a sought after collectors’ 
item among revenue enthusiasts. 
This book of 100 pages not only 
contained spaces for the private 
die proprietaries but provided 
for the regular Civil War and 
1898 revenue issues, and was the 
last word in its field. A special 
gilt-edged deluxe edition bound 
in leather is said to have sold 
for $50 a copy. 

the years that followed, 
however, interest in these stamps 
gradually waned, and the Na- 
tional Album finally discontinued 
the “M M” section. Nothing 
else appeared, and as the new 
generations came up, few collec- 
tors were aware they existed. 

Articles on the subject, prin- 
cipally by Henry W. Holcombe 
and Christopher West (Elliott 
Perry), appeared in the stamp 
journals from time to time, it 
is true. But the average collec- 
tor, to become interested, wants 
an album with spaces he can fill. 

Donald Mull of Boston finally 
made a move to remedy the sit- 
uation shortly after World War 
II. He appeared at CIPEX in 
New York with a new M & M 
album which he had printed by 
offset from the Carter’ book. 
Many copies were sold, but the 
modern collector found fault 
with the binding and with the 
horizontal page format which 
made the album awkward to 
shelve with other volumes. It 
was not quite the answer. 

In 1954, after much discussion 
among various members of the 
American Revenue Assn., this 
writer offered to bring out some- 
thing new in the field, a sup- 
plement which would fit a hinge 
post binder like Scott’s National 
Album. 

The project required two years 
to complete, and announcement 
of the finished product appeared 
in Linn’s a few months ago. It 
was designed primarily for the 
new collector. The supplement 
provides spaces for face varieties 
only, although in each space is 
listed the various papers in which 
each stamp is found. If a col- 
lector later wishes to add all pa- 
per varieties, it is suggested he 
interleave with Scott blank or 
quadrilled pages which may be 
purchased from any dealer. 

The supplement sells for $3.00 
at your dealer. If he does not 
have it, you may order direct 
from the writer at 1307 North 
Seward St., Hollywood.

Three pioneer settlers of Mc- 
Lean County, Ill. are to be hon- 
ored with a specially designed 
and prepared cacheted envelope 
for the Annual Cornpex Exhibi- 
tion of the Corn Belt Philatelic 
Society of Bloomington, Ill.

On page 403 a cover is il- 
lustrated with a smudge can- 
celled 3c green _ proprietary.

The Secretary of the Treasury, 
probably has it within his pow- 
er to allow reproduction of reve- 
nue stamps. Government officials 
claim that .precedent commands 
that he cannot allow any exten- 
sive easing of the ban, but only 
perhaps isolated permission in 
publications meeting his approv- 
al, for some special reason or an- 
other. 

As we see the situation the fol- 
lowing factors ought to govern 
the matter: 

1. Revenue stamps may be pic- 
tured if they are part of a docu- 
ment pictured for no illegal rea- 
son. (this is law). 

2. If any revenue issue is no 

longer able to pay the tax 
it was originally sold for, it no 
longer represents an obligation 
of the U.S. government, and 
therefore the law prohibiting il- 
lustration of obligations of the 
U.S. government should not ap- 
ply!!! 
Revenue stamps which are no 
longer a U.S. obligation are 
those issued prior to 1914. We 
contend that stamps no longer 
valid for paying a tax may be 
illustrated legally.

The Treasury Department has 
recently even permitted the il- 
lustration of current U.S. paper 
money in black and white in 
books for numismatic collectors, 
yet their attorney writes that 
illustration of these long-obso- 
lete Revenues will require an 
amendment by Congress to the 
existing laws and regulations! 


Nevertheless, perhaps inadvert- 
ently in the March 1955 issue 
of the American Philatelist, on 
page 402, two covers are shown 
upon which an attempt was made 
to prepay the postage with reve-

State Excise 
Stamp History 


The total number of State ex- 
cise stamp major varieties issued 
prior to 1930 is only about 416 
stamps. However, the job of as- 
sembling a complete collection, of 
them alone, is practically insur- 
mountable! 

On the other hand, many can 
be picked up for little or noth- 
ing, depending upon the interest 
and knowledge of the present 
owners. 

It must be pointed out that 
“Excise” taxes are those taxing 
specific commodities for revenue 
purposes and not for purposes of 
inspection of the product for con- 
formity to state standards. Many 
“inspection” stamps have been 
issued by the states. 

Most State excise stamps were 
issued after 1930. Those major 
varieties issued for taxes on com- 
modities prior to 1930 were: 
Arkansas 66 starting in 1924 on 
Tobacco; Georgia 26 from 1924 
on Cigarettes and Oysters; Iowa 
16 from 1921 on Cigarettes; Kan- 
sas 34 from 1927 on Tobacco; 
Louisiana 11 from 1926 on Tobac- 
co; Michigan 9 from 1929 on 
Malt; Missouri 48 from 1901 on 
Beer; New York 12 from 1903 on 
Liquor; North Dakota 9 from 
1925 on Cigarettes; South Caro- 
lina about 60 from 1923 on Busi- 
ness License; South Dakota 15 
from 1923 on Cigarettes and 
Malt; Tennessee 93 from 1925 on 
Cigarettes and Malt; Utah 17 
from 1923 on Cigarettes and Oleo. 

States issuing their first excise 
stamps after 1930 are, in order of 
their first such issue: 1930- 
Mississippi; 1931-Ohio and Tex- 
as; 1932-Alabama, Maryland, and 
West Virginia; 1933-Arizona, Col- 
orado, Delaware, Indiana, Penn- 
sylvania, and Wisconsin; 1934- 
Illinois, Maine, Minnesota, New 


Mexico, Washington and Wy- 
oming; 1935-California, Connecti- 
cut, Florida, Hdaho, Nebraska, 
Nevada, Oklahoma; 1936-Ken- 


tucky and Vermont; 1937-North 
Carolina; 1938-Virginia; 1939-New 
Hampshire and Rhode Island; 
1947-Montana; 1949-New Jersey. 
Two states, Montana and Ore- 
gon have never used _ excise 
stamps of any kind, altho Oregon 
issued a Cigarette stamp in 1947 
which has not as yet seen official 
use, as the tax was contested. 





Mules Cause Scarcest 
Beer Revenue Stamp 


Of our Federal beer stamps, 
the 1/3 barrel denomination is 
the most scarce. These stamps 
were used mainly in California, 
in miner’s mule pack trains. The 
other sizes of barrels were too 
large for the mules to handle 
easily. 

There are eleven major de- 
signs in this value, omitting sur- 
charges. The cheapest is worth 
$15, and the highest $25.

In 1890 Hiram Deats and E. B. 
Sterling purchased from the 
Treasury Department in Wash- 
ington ten car loads (213 
tons) of waste paper! This in- 
cluded thousands of special tax 
stamps which the government 
had demonetized, by punching 
them, before consigning them to 
the waste basket. Many of these 
stamps were unknown to col- 
lectors until this lot came on the 
market. 

The advertisement of . Deats 
and Sterling on the back of one 
of the license stamps offers these 
with full coupons and stubs, in 
values from $2.40 to $500, in 
many varieties for Worms, Stills, 
Peddlers, Brewers, Wholesale and 
Retail Liquor Dealers, Manufac- 
turers of Cigars, Tobacco, Rec- 
tifiers, etc. Also included were 
unused remainders of the Dis- 
tillery Warehouse, Export Beer, 
Snuff, Tobacco, and Cigar 
stamps. 

At the time the paper was 
sorted, some few of the stamps 
were distributed, but the bulk 
was put aside for future study. 
Mr. Deats fathered the famous 
“Boston Revenue Book” and it 
had always been his intention to 
write a similar book on tax-paids. 
However much time has passed 
and for many years the cream 
of this purchase has filled the 
basement of the office building 
in Flemington belonging to Mr. 
Deats. 

Mr. Deats also purchased the 
papers, including many stamps, 
of Butler, Carpenter and Co. of 
Philadelphia, printers of our first 
revenue issue and most of the 
Match and Medicine _ stamps. 
Most of these have been dispersed 
since.

BUREAU REPORT FOR SEPTEMBER 1956 


Activity as it is concerned plates for the printing of postage 
stamps was a bit heavier than the summer months at the Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing in Washington. Details have been pro- 
vided by the Post Office Department. This statistical report in- 
dicates that the following numbers were assigned to plates in the 


Liberty 3c regular, 400 subject plates, numbered 25520-1-2-3-4-5-6-7- 


Childrens 3c commem, 200 subject plates; numbered 25533-4-5-6. 


Of the plates which were sent to press for the first time in 
September for the printing of postage stamps the 3c denomination 
provided the bulk of the action. These plates are— 


Liberty 3c booklet, 360 subject plates, numbered 25363-4. 
Liberty 3c regular, 400 subject plates, numbered 25504-5-6-7-8-9-10- 


Airmail 6c (1949), 400 subject plates, numbered 25340-1. 

Salmon 3c commem, 200 subject plates, numbered 25496-7-8-9. 
Devils Tower 3c commem, 200 subject plates, numbered 25502-3. 
Childrens 3c commem, 200 subject plates, numbered 25533-4-5-6. 

The following plates went to press during July 1956 but 
were not included in the report released covering that month— 
Liberty 3c regular, 400 subject plates, numbered 25294, 25307. 

A total of eleven plates were cancelled from further use in 
September. All of them gave a sufficient number of impressions so 
that no scarce numbers should result.

With the announcements that 
Ascension’s long-awaited QEII 
pictorials will finally be released 
on November 19th (13 values, 4d 
to 10/-) and that Pitcairn Island, 
the very last colony to join the 
parade will have its QEII set (8 
values, 42d to 2/6) on sale some- 
time in February, the initial 
phase of the Quéen Elizabeth 
stamp program is about ended. 
Of course, there will be a few 
odd “stragglers” here and there 
such as changes of denomination 
or color, but the initial round 
of regular non-commemorative 
QEII pictorials is over and stamps 
bearing the royal portrait will 
soon be in use in all of Her Ma- 
jesty’s far-flung possessions. 


The Crown Agents represent 
the London Colonial Office in 
all philatelic matters and it will 
now be very interesting to see 
how long a lifespan the powers 
that be feel these issues ought 
to have. That segment of the 
British stamp trade that derives 
its income largely from the sale 
of new issues has broadly hinted 
‘that a period of usage of 5 years 
is plenty long enough. 

Some collectors with a limited 
stamp budget who are still try- 
ing to catch up with the current 
issues feel that a much longer 
period would be advisable. One 
special reason will eventually be 
paramount — even a queen is 
only human and her physical 
appearance is bound to change. 
It would perhaps be considered 
an act of vanity on the Queen’s 
part if she allowed herself to 
be presented as an attractive 
young woman on postage stamps 
after the sharp lens ,of the cam- 
era has. begun to tell..aé differ- 
ent story. 

Philately has produced numer- 
ous examples of rulers depicted 
at different stages of life. King 
Farouk as shown on Scott type 
A74 was still fairly slender in 
1939. But by 1951, see Scott type 
A104, the triple chin and the pot- 
belly could no longer be denied! 
Of course, we do not antici- 
pate that Queen Elizabeth will 
change quite as drastically, but 
age must take its toll. 

If the King George VI pictor- 
ials can be accepted as a guide, 
then some of the above-men- 
tioned British dealers are in for 
a disappointment. Only 14 crown 
colonies had two full non-com- 
memorative KGVI sets. The ini- 
tial issues all appeared during 
the course of the year 1938. 
Shown in parentheses are the 
years the second sets were re- 
leased and these illustrate what 
a remarkably long lifespan the 
first sets had.

Falkland Islands (1952), Gold 
Coast (1948), Grenada (1951), 


Mauritiu® (1950), Montserrat (19- 
51), Nyasaland (1945), St. Kitts 
(1952), St. Lucia (1949) Seychel- 
les (1952), Turks & Caicos Is- 
lands (1950) and Virgin Islands 
(1952). Any guess of ours as to 
the average period of use of the 
current QEII sets would be just 
that. In the words of a popular 
song “Que sera, sera”. 

The QEII issues have proven 
overwhelmingly popular in Great 
Britain and all her dominions and 
colonies and have made quite a 
hit in this country as well. Col- 
lectors of these have an unde- 
niably attractive and _ worth- 
while group of material to 
show for their efforts and ex- 
penditures. Ever-so-remote cor- 
ners of the globe are represented 
and many issues paint a vivid, 


colorful picture of life in the 
various colonies. 
What about the investment 


angle? Those who counted on a 
quick profit are no doubt disil- 
lusioned. With the exception of 
a handful of items, the QEII 
emissions have not risen in value 
thus far. However, they are 
basically sound and those who 
are forced to dispose of their 
holdings find that their loss is 
often much smaller than it would 
have been had they collected 
fields that dealers are less in- 
clined to stock. 

While the majority seems to 
prefer mint colonials in this coun- 
try, the interest overseas. is 
greater in used material. In the 
long run, the QEII collector 
should not only break even, but 
may well turn a modest profit, 
especially on an advanced used 
collection. 

Australia’s postal authorities 
are batting down the hatches in 
preparation for the storm that 
will shortly engulf them. Ad- 
vance photos of ‘the four very 
pleasing Olympic Games com- 
memoratives have now been pub- 
lished in the philatelic press and 
all indications are that this is- 
sue will be a worldwide best- 
seller. Due to a change in certain 
Australian postal rates (which we 
scooped in this column!), the 342d 
Olympic denomination has been 
changed to 4d (now wouldn’‘t 
that be something if a _ sheet 
of unauthorized 342d’s — if they 
ever reach the final printing 
stage — got mixed in with the 
4d’s! Don’t laugh, Sudan No. 
115a-117a originated in a similar 
mixup!). 

The 4d and 7d, both produced 
in Australia, are engraved and 
both printed in only one color, 
carmine and blue respectively. 
The 1/- and 2/- are _ photo- 
gravured in four colors each and 
were turned out by Harrison and 
Sons of London, and Courvoisier 
of La-Chaux-de-Fonds, Switzer- 
land, two world famous printing 
establishments. 

Thus three countries had a 
wane in producing a four-value 
set! 

Collectors will have a 10d air- 
letter sheet as well as 52 differ- 
ent distinctive pictorial postmarks 
to consoie them.

Already, more than a dozen 
different countries in all parts of 
the world have issued special 
commemoratives in honor of this 
year’s Olympic Games and at 
least another dozen are slated 
to participate. This brand new 
topical field may well turn out 
to be one of the most popular 
ever, so if you are planning to 
get into the fray, there is not 
much time to lose. 

The Gold Coast, about to 
achieve independence within the 
Commonwealth, will issue four 
commiemoratives featuring a map 
of Africa with emphasis on its 
location. Denominations will be 
2d, 2¥%d, 4d and 1/3; a permanent 
set is also in preparation. It is 
a foregone conclusion that the 
Queen’s portrait will not form 
any part of these new designs. 
The target date for independence 
is March 6, 1957 and the new 
state’s official name will be 
“GHANA” after an ancient West 
African empire. 

The British-administered slice 
of Togoland will form part of 
Ghana. The future of the French- 
administered zone of this pre- 
World. War I German colony is 
still in doubt. The Gold Coast 
owes its prosperity to its gi- 
gantic cocoa crop, source of much 
of the world’s chocolate. 

Investors looking for an abso- 

lutely “sure thing” ought to look 
into the six Great Britain post- 
age dues issued in 1954/5 with 
QEII Tudor Crown watermark 
which is always sideways: 1d 
orange, 2d agate, 3d violet, 4d 
blue, 5d yellow brown and 2/6 
purple on yellow paper. 
_ Also any and all QEII denom- 
inations with the new St. Ed- 
ward’s Crown watermark for the 
British Offices in Morocco and 
Tangier! Only a few values are 
out, but more are expected and 
all. are sure to be obsolete soon 
since newly independent Moroc- 
co will hardly permit such stamps 
to be used on its sovereign soil 
for very much longer. Don’t say 
we didn’t warn you!

BELGIUM. A relief map of Bel- 
gium, an electric train, the Hotel 
de Ville of Brussels, and the Gus- 
tave-Adolphe Bridge in Luxem- 
bourg is the design of a 2fr blue 
stamp issued on September 29 to 
mark the Electrification of the 
Brussels-Luxembourg Railway line. 

BRAZIL. A red 2.50Cr. stamp was 
issued on September 22 to com- 
memorate the 1956 Spring Games. 
A woman jumping a hurdle is the 
central design. 

CHILE. The last value of the new 
regular set, a 50 pesos red, was 
issued on Septemoer 25. It bears a 
portrait of Manue: Montt. 

CZECHOSLOVAKIA. On Septem- 
ber 20 four ‘‘Agricultural’’ stamps 
were issued. The values are: 30h 
red (woman picking grapes); 35h 
green (woman picking fruit); 80h 
blue (fisherman); and 95h brown 
(logging). 

DENMARK. The Northern Coun- 
tries, Norway, Denmark, Sweden, 
Finland and Iceland will each issue 
two stamps with identical designs 
to emphasize the cooperation be- 
tween them. They wili differ only 
in value and country name, and 
will be issued on October 30, 
‘“‘Northern Countries Day’’. The de- 
sign will show five flying swans. 

JAPAN. On November 1 a 10 yen 
stamp will be issued for the 1956 
Stamp Hobby Week. 

A 10 yen stamp will be issued on 
November 3 to commemorate the 
conquest of Mt. Manaslu. The de- 
sign depicts a member of the 
Japanese expedition looking at Mt. 
Manaslu. 

SWITZERLAND. To honor the 
World Meteorological Organization, 
six stamps were issued on October 
22. The .alues are 5c gray, 10c 
green, 40c blue, 20c red, 60c brown, 
and 2fr purple. 

On the same date six stamps will 
be issued for the International La- 
bor Office. Miners are shown on 
the 5c gray, 10c green, and 40c 
blue. A globe, wheel and chimney 
are to be seen on the 20c red, 60c 
brown, and 2fr purple. 








Auction Of Caspary 
BNA Brings $130,848 


Once again the Alfred H. Cas- 
pary classics have sent world rec- 
ords tumbling. In the fifth auction 
to be held by H.R. Harmer, Inc. 
a total of $130,848 was realized for 
482 lots of British North America. 
The attractive unused marginal 
copy of the 1851 12p black with full 
original gum aroused great in- 
terest, and bidding was brisk until 
the piece finally sold for $10,000 to 
Wingfield’s. Three used copies of 
the same stamp sold for $4800, $3- 
600, and $1800 respectively to Ray- 
mond Weill Co. of New Orleans 
Sissons, and William Lea of Man- 
chester, England. 

In the 1858-59 perf 12 issues, a 
brilliant o.g. 6p brown violet ($300) 
was knocked down ‘+o Cole at $1100. 
The rare black brown shade of 
the 1859 10c, brilliant o.g., catalog- 
ing $350 went to the same buyer 
at $1350. 

The highlight of one session was 
lot 316, a beautiful strip of three 
of the Newfoundland 1857 2p scar- 
let vermilion on cover. The bid- 
ding, v-hich Mr. Harmer opened at 
$4000, increased steadily by bids 
of $500 until it was finally sold 
for $12,500. 

Other 1857 Newfoundland -includ- 
ed a single used copy of the 2p 
scarlet vermilion which catalogs 
at $450 and sold for $950; a superb 
used copy of the 4p (cat. $300) 
fetched $700; an unused 6p scarlet 
vermilion ($800) went to Cole for 
double the catalog price, and two 
used copies ($300 each) to Sisssons 
for $750 each. Cole also paid $1300 
each for two complete sheets of 
the 8p which catalog at $700.

A complete imperforate pane of 
400 stamps including three ex- 
amples of the U. S. 5¢ carmine 
error of 1917 (Scott No. 482a) sold 
for $2,300 in the October 9 to 11

At the National Philatelic Ex- 
hibition held in London a couple 
of years back a collection of some 
of the exotic British fiscals caught 
this writer’s eye and he was so 
intrigued with it that these were 
checked for a write-up at some 
future date. 

The collection was that of R. 
K, Wortly, F.R.P.S.L. We do not 
know Mr. Wortly, but after ex- 
amining frames of the stamps of 
Upper Monotony and covers from 
Lower Boredom, it was a relief 
to come upon his delightfully re- 
freshing pages, showing taxes 
that had been levied in earlier 
days in his native England. The 
pages not only showed the stamps 
‘to which the article referred, but 
a near sketch of the article itself, 
to which the stamps were affixed. 





Attractive embossed British 
Revenue 


Collecting stamps “on cover” as 
it were, is a popular fad today, 
but we’re curious as to the type 
of album that might be used to 
house some of the Hat Tax 
Stamps issued by England in 
1796. Fears of a French invasion 
(during the. Napoleon Wars) cre- 
ated a need for funds. Already 
innumerable taxes had been im- 
posed on almost every commod- 
ity, and the powers discovered 
that hats, that sign of gentleness 
and breeding, were as yet un- 
taxed. Here was a tax that would 
indeed be imposed on those best 
able to pay it, and the bill was 
passed 


It was a sort of hat income tax, 
since it hit hardest at those who 
bought the most expensive hats, 
leaving free of obligation those 
who bought hats in the cheapest 
brackets. Mr. Wortley showed the 
whole set of hat stamps, two 
stamps in all, inscribed “HAT 
DUTY”. One stamp read “Value 
above 12/- not exceeding 18/-, 
tax 2/-”, while the 3/- value cov- 
ered more expensive headgear. 

As the Hat Duty stamps 
brought in more and more rev- 
enue, other articles of clothing 
became subject to tax, especially 
as the War with France increased 
in cost. In 1811, the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, speaking to 
Parliament, said: 

“There is not an article of dress 
—boots, leather breeches, etc., 
nor an article in the hopse which 
has not been reckoned’ for taxa- 
tion.” The Wortly collection went 
on to show other stamps issued to 

y the taxes on such things as 
Tocks, keys, and bells. In 1811 
parliament passed regulations 
providing for the taxation of

Documentaries Used

The Stock Transfer stamps 
which have been issued by the 
Federal Government since the 
first series was surcharged on 
documentaries in 1918, became 
defunct on June 30, 1952. 

Once again documentary stamps 
serve both purposes, but some 
additional values have been 
added to the lot besides the 55c 
series (55c, $1.10, $2.20, $2.75, and 
$3.30), beginning with the 1952’s.

PRELUDE TO 1948 


In the last year we have been 
running a series of articles “What 
Did It Cost?”, wherein, in differ- 
ent chapters, the attempt was 
made to give you a thumb nail 
sketch of the cost of maintain- 
ing plate block collections of past 
years. These were divided in 
yearly segments, to give you the, 
concise picture of the number 
of issues, plate numbers, total 
plate blocks, face value, and 
costs. The last year that was 
dealt with was 1949. 

We are now at the doorstep of 
1948 which was quite a year. To 
do justice to all the issues of 
1948 it would be too much to 
confine it in one or two articles. 
Before we actually go into the 
1948 commems I felt’ it would 
be in order to make some re- 
marks about plate block collect- 
ing that in my opinion would be 
of interest. It was in anticipation 
of the treatment to come for the 
year of 1948 that the recent ar- 
ticle of “Collecting and Accum- 
ulating” was written. 

From any point of view, be it 
for the pleasure derived from 
collecting plate blocks in the 
various stages until they are 
mounted in your album, or even 
from the additional viewpoint 
that perhaps some of the issues 
may increase in value, it is my 
contention, with reasonable evi- 
dence to support my belief, that 
the serious plate block collector 
reaps the greatest reward in the 
standards of values and pleasures 
over accumulators or investors in 
plate blocks. 

The person who buys many 
plate blocks for investment pur- 
poses rarely has a solid founda- 
tion of facts to guarantee his in- 
vestment, or interest therefrom 
in the future. The accumulator, 
to a lesser degree, has similarly 
no guarantees of harvest. 

The collector has the edge on 
both in the fact that he has a 
chosen hobby with a goal in 
mind, which provides him end- 
less hours of pleasure. And when 
he turns back pages of his col- 
lection, with the older issues, he 
finds additional pleasure when a 
number of the issues have now 
become more valuable if they 
had to be purchased over again 
right now. 

The quest in plate blocks, when 
pursued mainly for monetary 
gain, appears to me to be parallel 
to “honor”. As an old proverb 
has it, “those who pursue honor 
can never quite overtake it, and 
those who do not seek honor are 
frequently overtaken.” So it is 
with the collector of plate blocks 
who goes about adding to his col- 
lection bit by bit. 

1948 was not a year where the 
Post Office Department decided 
to put out 29 different stamps. 
The first half of 1948 was nor- 
mal, having about a half dozen 
or so stamps released. If you 
are aware of it, that year was a 
presidential election year and so 
members in Congress, for rea- 
sons best known to themselves, 
authorized the issuance of many 
more commemoratives. That they 
could do, over the objection of the 
Department. 

Needless to say, the last five 
months of that year saw many 
new issues that caused confusion 
among plate block collectors, the 
likes of which we have not ex- 
perienced before. It was not at 
all easy for the average collector 
to keep pace with the com- 
memoratives in the latter part of 
1948 and if I ean speak for a 
number of plate block dealers, 
many have never forgotten, nor 
forgiven that year for all those 
stamps. As a result, many inter- 
esting stories, some cheerful and 
some disappointing, came out of 
that year’s 29 commemoratives. 

The many plate block col- 
lectors that managed to survive 
that year ‘figuratively speaking, 
of course), and even if it took 
them months later to catch up 
with the output of this big year, 
can now take satisfaction that 
their enthusiasm was not com- 
pletely put out, however difficult 
it may have appeared. 

_ Almost all printings are made 
in large enough quantities to be- 
come available to everyone desir- 
ing them. That is the main de- 
terrent to big investments in plate 
blocks almost 100% of the time. 
Now. then, if natural condi- 
tions: develop that in some fu- 
ture date the same article be- 
comes less common, or more 
scarce, that is our good fortune. 
Every collector who tries to be 
complete and up to date, and con-

usually share some benefits from 
those plate blocks that have risen 
in value in the coursé of a num- 
ber of years. 

And so. with the next chapter 
of “What Did it Cost?—-1948”, I 
will attempt to give you some 
of my experiences with many of 
the 1948 commemoratives, espe- 
cially the late ones, and also ex- 
pose you to the prices being 
asked, these days, for those com- 
memoratives that were in gp- 
parent abundance in 1948.

The collecting of revenue 
stamps has a right honorable his- 
tory. In the early periods of 
stamp collecting, and until about 
1880, they were almost on a par 
with postage stamps. Sixty years 
ago there were many revenue 
stamp societies, some in the U. S., 
more in Europe. Their members 
worked hard over new issues and 
discoveries, and. published the re- 
sults in a score of revenue stamp 
magazines. Most of these are now 
rather rare and can be found only 
in the largest philatelic libraries 
or occasionally picked up at auc- 
tion. For good preservation, it 
was practically essential that they 
be found and this was not very 
often done. 

They were well illustrated with 
cuts of the stamps and often had 
considerable side information 
about their uses or peculiarities. 
Although A. Forbin in his won- 
derful catalogs of foreign rev- 
enues of 1909 and 1915 carefully 
carried forward all the sets and 
listings, together with a _ vast 
amount of original research in 
addition, most of the interesting 
detail data had to be omitted. 

Walter Morley,.an Englishman 
who died about 15 years ago, was 
one of the most energetic and 
prolific writers. Another, of 
about the same period, was A. 
Preston Pearce, and there were 
dozens of others who appeared 
under their names in print, such 
as L. W. Fulcher, (Mr. Fulcher 
was a member of the Chemical 
and Physical Societies). Also 
there are many, many dealers, 
but their stocks have long since 
been dispersed. 

In the U.S., one of. the first 
and largest exclusive revenue ex- 
hibits was held by the American 
Fiscal Society of New York, at 
the Brooklyn Institute of Arts 
and Sciences, in February 1903. 
The show was well attended and 
received wide publicity in the 
philatelic press.

tained are those representing the 
“nuisance” taxes of today. These 
are of low value, and are very 
numerous. Customarily they are 
placed on packages in such a way 
that they must be destroyed be- 
fore the contents are used, so that 
-even here the collectable numbers 
are comparatively small. They 
possess little esthetic appeal. Ex- 
amples are the cigarette and li- 
quor stamps of the United States. 

The truly well designed and 
colorfully beautiful revenues seem 
reserved for the high value 
stamps for use on documents en- 
gaging the attention of few 
people and for legal papers that 
are kept in official repositories 
for long periods of time. These 
the average collector seldom sees.

Another reason for omitting 
revenues from collections seems 
to be the mistaken idea that they 
do not “belong”. (True they do no 
postal duty, but they do collect 
revenue for many government 
services performed). 

The absence of literature on 
revenue issues, and a general lack 
of knowledge about them have 
encouraged this mistaken view- 
point. The majority of revenue 
stamp collectors entered the field 
either because of having reached 
the stage where additional postal 
varieties were unavailable, or too 
costly, or- because they suddenly 
realized the need for complement- 
ing their collections with the is- 
sues of the other great depart- 
ment of governmental activity, 
the Treasury. 


Opens New Field To Researchers 


Gradually mature collectors are 
realizing that the collecting of 
revenue stamps opens up a vir- 
tually untouched field ere re- 
searchers can have a field day 
and where the esthetic minded 
can enjoy collecting some of the 
most beautiful stamps ever cre- 
ated. This is not to. imply, how- 
ever, that all revenue issues are 


artistically superior to postage 
stamps and are a_ collecting 
“must”.

Revenue stamps serve to record 
the struggles of the human race 
on the economic side of earthly 
endeavor. They tell of political 
maneuvering, the shifting of tax 
burdens to outsiders who use the 
services provided by a political 
jurisdiction, and portray the bal- 
looning governmental expendi- 
tures to provide for ever increas- 
ing public needs. 


Forerunners of Postage Stamp 


Revenues serve to complemént 
a postage stamp collection by pre- 
senting to a much more complete 
degree the services of govern- 
ment. Here it is well to mention 
that revenue stamps have fre- 
quently preceded’ the use of post- 
age stamps by a governing au- 
thority, so that they may be con- 
sidered chronologically as fore- 
runners of the postage stamp. It 
is quite possible that Sir Row- 
land Hill took his idea of prepaid 
postage from the embossed rev- 
enue stamps then in use. 

The first embossed British rev- 
enues were introduced in 1694, 
whereas the first postage stamp 
(so recognized) was the penny 
black of 1840. Those who hold

that the Bishop mark of 1661 was 
a postage stamp may take issue 
here, but actually it was more of 
a date stamp at first. 

Embossed revenues were first 
used in the United States at least 
three generations prior to the is- 
suance of the first postage stamps 
-in 1847. 

THE ARA’s Beginnings 

The Founder of the American 
Revenue Association, Elbert A. 
Hubbard, began collecting United 
States postage stamps in 1932, but 
quickly switched his interest to 
Revenue stamps, which seemed to 
have a particular fascination to 
him. 





After nine years of sporadic 
collecting, he obtained a copy of 
the Cabot U. S. State Revenue 
catalog in 1941, through an ad in 
a stamp paper. 

This started him off on his pri- 
mary philatelic love, U. State 
Revenue stamps, which he col- 
lected avidly while traveling 
around the United States in var- 
ious dance orchestras. 

The year 1941 marked several 
milestones for the ARA found- 
er, aS during the summer he 
joined one of the most famous 
bands of the time, Anson Weeks; 
then in the fall he was drafted 
three days before Pearl Harbor, 
and that winter while in training 
camp he started his first stamp 
column “The State Revenuer” in 
Linn’s Weekly Stamp News. 

When he was honorably dis- 
charged from the Army four years 
later, he had become acquainted 
with quite a few fellow “Reve- 
nuers” thru his column and cor- 
respondence on State Revenues. 

In 1946, a campaign was 
launched by mail to interest col- 
lectors in his proposed organiza- 
tion. Early in this self-financed 
campaign, he prevailed upon his| p, 
close friends Morton Dean Joyce, 
Charles H. Hermann and John S. 
Bobo, to give him what help they 
could in recruiting new members. 

In August of 1947 the first eight 
page mimeographed monthly pa- 
per was launched, with little im- 
pact on the philatelic world. But, 
gradually the group grew and de- 
veloped a certain cohesiveness in 
spite of the somewhat limited 
field it championed. 

As the original director, and la- 
ter president of the organization, 
Mr. Hubbard finally persuaded 
Mr. Joyce to accept the vice presi- 
dency, and Mr. Hermann to ac- 
cept appointment as the secre- 
tary-treasurer in 1949. 

In 1951 a charter was com- 
posed and edited by I. Irving Sil- 
verman of Chicago (President 
1952-54 and ARA Lawyer) and 
Mr. Hubbard. 

During its nine years of ex- 
istence several philatelic records 
have been set by the American 
Revenue Assn.: 

(1) One of the two longest 
lived Revenue organizations ever 
formed. 

(2) Largest Revenue 
ever in existence. 

(3) More periodicals on Rev- 
enues than any other philatelic 
group. 

Its immediate goals, other than 
a larger membership, are: 

(1) More catalogs of Revenue 
stamps. 

(2) Wider publication of Rev- 
enue material. 
(3) Revenue 
books. 

(4) Illustration of Revenues lib- 
eralized. 

(5) Sale of obsolete Revenues 
to collectors,

only a piece of crayon with 
which they make a hasty strike 
across the stamp in a diagonal 
fashion. Many fiscals have a 
punch cancel, either a round or 
lozenge-shaped chunk punched 
out of the center. This naturally 
brings down the price. 


Attention should be paid to the 
footnotes Scott prints saying 
“While # so and so was theoreti- 
cally available for postage, it is 
believed to have been used only 
fiscally”. It was only used fis- 
cally brother! It’s face value was 
too high for postage unless some- 
one tried to airmail a gold ship- 
ment or a box car!

Also, consider whether they 


mined gold in that colony at the 
time the stamp in question was 
current, and did his Majesty pro- 
vide airmail in that colony in 
those days? 


A recent case in point occurs to 
me. A customer wrote in saying 
that someone was trying to sell 
him for $50 a postally used 
copy of Straits Johore #125, face 
value $500, catalog value mint 
$450, unlisted used. This stamp 
has one of the above-quoted foot- 
notes in the catalog. I wrote back 
to the customer saying that if the 
seller could prove the stamp to 
be postally used he should want 
just as much for it as for a Brit- 
ish Guiana 13, as they would be 
equally rare. 

Out of curiosity, I inquired 
what the cancel looked like. I 
found out that it was a black 
double circle bearing the inscrip- 
tion “stamp office’. This is a fis- 
cal cance] and I have many such 
from the Federated Malay States 
and the individual Malay states. 


The most unusual cancellations 
I have seen so far are the “cut 
eancels” on the Straits Settle- 
ments stamps of $25, $100 and 
$500 face value. I refer to Scott 
numbers 172, 3 and 4. The $100 
almost always has the cut cancel 
and so far out of seventy copies 
that have come to my attention 
the $500 has always had the cut 
cancel. 

The term “cut cancel” is used 
because at the time the fee was 
paid the stamp was put in a seal 
similar to an American notary’s 
seal and pressed until the fibres 
of the paper were “cut” or creased 
and filled with an indelible red- 
dish brown ink. Undoubtedly this 
type was used because the Ma- 
layan government was afraid 


fing these 
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off a pen cancel and use the stamp 
over again. 

I have sometimes been asked 
how these enter the stamp trade, 
Many fiscals come from stock 
transfers, passports, telegraph 
payments, court fees and various 
types of tax payments. These are 
more readily made available to 
the public. 

Other fiscals are legally sup- 
posed to stay on documents for 
several years and then the docu- 
ments and stamps are supposed 
to be destroyed. However, collect- 
ors and dealers have often man- 
aged to get them. It is usully 
against the law and there have 
been a couple of cases where 
people got prison terms for tak- 
documents for the 
stamps. 

Many U. S. revenues are sup- 
posed to be destroyed, but they 
manage to get out and be collect- 
ed as do their British postal 
cousins. 

As to the retail price of fiscally 
used stamps there are many that 
can be purchased for one cent or 
bought in large packet lots by 
country. 

To anyone who encloses return 
postage, I will be glad to answer 
further questions about fiscally 
used British Colonials and to dif- 
ferentiate between postal and fis- 
cal cancellations. For identifica- 
tion of cancels it should not usual- 
ly be necessary to send the stamp. 
A close description of the cancel 
should be sufficient. My address 
is a Elmwood Ave, Newark, 
Calif.
